ficers with “‘tips’’ on the gang. 

A Dozen Aliases. 

Anderson, whose real name ig 
George Brown, has at least a dozen 
aliases, detectives’ reports show. He 
was first arrested in St. Louls in 
1899 for pocket picking. For this 
he received a three-year sentence 
at the State penitentiary. In 1914 
he was arrested in Joliet, Ill., on a 
forgery charge, and in 1917 was 
convicted of attempted safe bur- 
glary at Rochester, N. Y., and sen- 
tenced to from two and one-half to 
five years in Auburn Penitentiary. 

The New York mall robbery in 
1921 gave Anderson and Chapman 
national notoriety. The reports 
show Anderson and Chapman have 
been friends and accomplices in 
crime for years.

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FUNERAL IN PROGRESS 
AS SLAYER GIVES UP 


Minister Announces Capture of 
Negro and Asks for Co-op- 
eration to Keep Order. 


By the Associated Press. 

HARRISBURG, Ill., Aug. 17.— 
Isiah “Zebe” Taborn, 45 years old, 
a negro, for whom a posse searched 
Saline County since the killing 
Friday of Deputy Sheriff Royce 
Cline, surrendered yesterday and 
was removed to a neighboring 
county for safe keeping. Mob vio- 
lience was feared here. 

The search ended when Josiah 
Taborn, 85-year-old father of the 
alleged slayer, sent word to Sheriff 
Small that his son would surrender 
if promised protection. The negro 
then came out of a thicket about 
10 miles south of here and was 
immediately spirited away in an 
automobile by the officers: The 
funeral of Cline was in progress 
here when word was received that 
the negro was in custody. 

The Rev. W. H. Whitlock, pre- 
siding minister, announced: 

“T desire to inform you that the 
slayer of this officer is in the hands 
of the law. Sheriff Small desires 
me to ask everybody to give him 
co-operation in keeping order and 
let the law take its course.” 

The killing of Cline occurred 
near Taborn’s hiding place. Cline 
and Deputy Sheriff Silas Rude 
were raiding a still, when a negro 
approached, fired a charge of 
buckshot into Cline’s head, and 
fled. The wounded deputy died 
two hours later. 

A mob formed but was dis- 
persed by command of Sheriff; 
Small, ‘who organized a special 
posse of 25 men and scoured the 
woodland country. The search 
lasted more than 60 hours.

The movement is world wide. “White coal,” as it is 
called. is now striding mightily across the face of 
Europe. Germany, despite her great coal deposits 
of the Ruhr, is setting the pace. with more than 
3000 electric power stations which develop nearly 
7,000,000 horsepower. France, Norway, Austria, 
Sweden, Italy, are all turning to this new develop- 
ment.

THE FOLLY OF FIREWORKS. 


It is impossible to compile a complete list of Fourth | 
of July casualties, but partial returns for last Fourth | 
show 111 killed and 1030 injured by fireworks. St. 
Louis furnished the largest list, with 7 sefiously | 
injured and 60 slightly injured. The figures are | 
gathered by the American Museum of Safety and the | 
National Committee for the Prevention of Blindness. 
which point out that the length of this city’s casualty 
list ls partly accounted for by the fact that St 
Was more thorough in reporting fireworks 
than other cities. 

Even the St. Louis list impressive when 
compared with New York and Chicage. New York. 
with six nfillions, had 10 casualties. while Chicago, 

three millions, bad only 16. In each of these 
cities great progress has been made against the fire 
works craze, which formerly resulted in many deaths | 
from explosions and lockjaw, and many painful in- 
jury cases. What has been done in New York and 
Chicago certainly can be done elsewhere. Restrictions 
regarding the use and sale of fireworks will save 
hundreds from death and blindness. ' 

Hardly more than a recital of the grisly and tragic | 
deaths on last Fourth should be necessary to make 
fireworks as unpopular as dynamite. Of 111 who 
died mostiy children, were burned to death 
Lockjaw, from the use of blank cartridges, cap pistols 
and the like. claimed victims, Explosions blew 
19 persons to pieces, § persons were shot to death, 
22 died in accidents of various kinds. Of the last 
hamed, 6 were very young children who were poi- 
soned by eating firecrackers

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 17.—Tke impossi- 
bility of even the best-intentioned obeying 
all the laws under modern legislation is dis- 
cussed by presiding Judge Henry A. Fuller 
of Luzerne County in a novel opinion he has 
written in the case of a girl arrested by 
the State police, fined and ordered com- 
mitted to jail for owning a Shepherd dog 
without having a $1 dog license. 

His opinion, which will be included In the 
permanent law reports of Pennsylvania, 
follows: 

“This is the kind of a case that disgusts 
one with the majesty of the law. 

“A poor, young girl, owner of a Shepherd 


dog. and ignorant of the law, had neglected 
to take out a dog license, thereby depriving 


the Commonwealth of $1. whereupon the 
(‘ommonwealth's constabulary pounced 
upon her and brought the malefactor before 
a magistrate, who, with punctilious sense 
of duty, imposed a fine of $10 with costs, 
$3. and in default of payment. committed 
her to jail for 15 days. The Constable, how- 
ever. who held the commitment, instead of 
putting her in durance vile. wisely and 


“ humanely brought her before the court. 


“The accusation and the condemnation 
are thus set forth in the commitment, that 
the defendant had ‘an untied dog in her 
possession,’ not specifying age. 

“Sapient modern legisigtion, whose domi- 
nant impulse apparently is to criminalize 
acts condemned neither by God nor con- 
science. has declared that the owner of a 
dog six months old, regardless of race, 
color, sex or previous condition of servitude. 
must protect ownership bv paying $1 for a 
license, subject to criminal prosecution for 
failure to do so. 

“But we find no statutorr pronouncement 
that the possession of an untied dog, what- 
ever its age may be, is ground for being 
mulcted in money or imprisoned in body.
